America’s World Standing 


“There can be no question as to America maintaining 
its world leadership, because America is not the leader 


today!’ was the statement summarizing the general feel- 
ing of foreign students representing various countries of 


the world who participated 
sion Tuesday. 


Featured were several VISA stu- 
dents attending SAC who com- 
mented on, and opened a_ dis- 
course on the topic, “Can America 
Maintain Its World Leadership?” 


Seated behind the table. were 
Martin Anderson, of Sweden; 
Maria Burgas, from the Philip- 
pines; Rassaul Navabpour, of 
Persia; John Nieblas, representing 
the U.S.; and Ati Soo, from the 
Island of Samoa. Ertugrul Dalkir- 
an, of Turkey, and president of 
the International Club, moderated 
the discussion. 


U. S. Bureaucracy 


Introduced first, John Nieblas 
stated that, as an American Ind- 
ian, he was naturally biased 
against the bureaucracy of the na- 
tion’s government. He _ related, 
“The American citizen has been 
lulled into thinking that U. S. 
prestige is at its greatest, when in 
actuality America is lagging great- 
ly in popularity and world leader- 
ship.” 

Ati Soo countered with the 
statement that the United States is 
well thought of in the Pacific 
Isles, and is enjoying bountiful 
prestige and popularity throughout 
the world. “It has and always will 
be a great and powerful country,” 
he continued, 


Foreign Aid 


Expounding greatly on the sub- 
ject of U. S. foreign aid, Rassaul 
Navabpour opinionated that mil- 
lions of dollars are poured into 
foreign nations, but this money 
usually goes to the government 
heads and the upper classes. ‘“‘Very 
rarely do the common people re- 
ceive benefits from the millions 
given by the U.S. in overseas aid,”’ 
he explained. ‘‘What should the 
people of these countries think of 
America then?” questioned Navab-

U. S. contributes aid to the Philip- 
pines for the development of their 
educational and agricultural pro- 
grams.
